In Peru the same feeling is said to be 
strong. It is reported that the present Chief 
Magistrate^ Qen. Pezst, who was In Paris at the 
t’me, was, when elected Chief Magistrate, sa- 
luted by the Emperor Napoleon as ‘‘Prince 
Regent.*’ It is certain that he appointed 
avowed Monsrchlslf (Gen. Vivanco, Minister, 
and Jose Antonio Lavalle, Secretary of Lrga* 
lion) to the eonrt of Madrid. We have tbe 
8*111 further evidence of the MerenrUt, pnb- 
iiahed at Valparaiso, that Gen. PeaH favora a 
monarcfalcil form of government. We noticed 
a short time sines the naeaSiaese ! la Chili si 
the growing power of monarchies. 

Of conrse a man occnpylng the positioo, and- 
having the iuflaence and disposition to act, 
cf Lonis Napoleon, gets credit for much more 
than be actnally does. Bnt that tery fact in- 
creases his in finance until he is becoming the 
guide and strength of straggling monarchists 
ever3 where. By, douhtlees, an idle flight of 
the Imagination, anctf as tbe timid or enthaal- 
astlc msy indulge In^ considering all 
he hae accomplished, and tbe steady 
current with which eventa and obstacles 
seemingly opposed to him have nnited 
in his favor, we might forecast the future of a 
mighty oonfederation of kingdoms, over 
which the ex-priaoner at Hmi, the ex-refugee 
and conspirator, prealdes in unrestricted 
mijeaty. Let ne only eappoee blmsnceeeatnl 
in the proposed Enropeau Congress, in his 
Mexican and South American schemes, and, 
except the effete nations of Chins and Japan, 
he will have the Congress of the nation s at 
the world nnited against tbe single oppositlou 
of the divided and distracted “United States.” 
He will stand tbe earthly Fifth Monarch of 
whom enthnaiasta have dreamed. 

This, as we have said, is a mere idle suppo- 
sltiou, and improbable; bnt the dangerous in- 
flneuce he is exercising agaisst republican in- 
stitutions is a reality of which we can well 
take warning, unless, indeed, too many of 
onr own people, weary of tbe hardships of 
self-goverwroent, sigh for the flesh-pots ei 
Egypt, and that to which we seem drifting— 
the controlling hand of s master. If so. we, 
too, then, can follow the current, elect or ac- 
knowledge a King, aad lay the broken crown 
of our popular sovereignty at the feet of the 
Fracch Emperor, and humbly ask a protec- 
torate, nut sgaioat foreigners, bnt onrselvea. 
How many, alter t£e fashion of the French, 
are willing to change “ F!m la tUpaJblique" of 
to-d-ty to “ Vive fc Sai" of to-morrow?

The train wss In charge of Capt. Jw 
Hawes, who is a prudent and careful officer, 
'llie wreck waa removed, and the trains all ar- 
rived safe this afteroaar.
